Distinguished Canadian Has 
New Experience in His 
Service for Ireland. 



His Address at Nationalist 
Banquet Leads to Blows 
and the Police, 



Reunited Irish Party Hopes to 
Profit by Exigencies of 
the British. 



London, March 20.— At the Nationalist 
banquet nt the Hotel Cecil in London 
this evening, Mr. John Redmond, leader 
of the Nationalist party in the House of 
Commons, who presided, said that he re- 
garded the last nine years of public life 
in Ireland as a "hideous nightmare.'' 

"Our ro-uuion is sincere," he continued 
"and there is nothing, humanely speak- 
ing, which the eight-six Irish members of 
parliament cannot obtain from the ex 
igencies of the British party." 

Mr. Edward Blake, member of parlia 
merit for South Longford, who proposed 
the toast "Ireland a Nation" was greeted 
with hostile cries. A disturbance en- 
sued and in consequence of the uproar, 
the stewards were aent for to secure 
quiet. A scrimmage followed and blow 
were exchanged. After a .sharp tussle 
quietude was obtained again. 

Later, while Mr. Edward McHugh, 
member of parliament for South Armagh, 
•was speaking, a small coterie renewed 
their interruptions, which developed into 
a free light. Many ladies who were pre- 
sent became greatly frightened. Ulti- 
mately the police overpowered the dis- 
turbers and ejected them. 



THE HALIFAX GARRISON. 

Recruiting at Military Centres in the 
East Is Anything but Brisk. 

Toronto, March 19.— Forty-six more 
men have been sworn in for garrison 
duty at Halifax, making 148 so far fur- 
nished by Toronto, and there are places 
for a good many more. 

Montreal, March 1!).— Only 50 re- 
cruits have been furnished from this 
centre towards the 125 wanted for gar- 
rison duty at Halifax. So far Lieut. 
Ogilvie, of the Royal Scots, is the only 
ollleer who has accepted service with 
the company. Capt. W. L. Bond, of 
the .1st Prince of Wales Fusiliers, who 
was offered a command, has declined. 



MR. MARTIN'S SIEZTJRES. 

C.P.It. Co. Not Agitated Over the Af- 
fair of the Crow's Xest Line. 

Montreal, March 20.— A despatch from 
Victoria, B.C., which has been extensiv 
ly published, to the effect Mr. Joseph 
.Martin hat inaugurated his regime by 
seizing all ties and timber on the Crow's 
Nest Pass railway for alleged non-pay- 
ment of royalty, is ridiculed at fj.P.R. 
headquarters. The Canadian Pacific of- 
ficials say they have no Knowledge of the 
seizure, but are certain if any seizure 
has taken place it has no political signi- 
ficance. It is quite a common thing, say 
the management, for a government of- 
Scer to make a seizure of ties of si sec- 
tion of road if it has been found that 
the lumbermen who supplied the logs to 
the contractors have failed to pay du 
on, them, and possibly this may be' the 
case in tlie present instance. 

VANCOU VEIi AFFAIRS. 

Fire Water Makes Indian Murder Case 
—Chinese in a .Newspaper Venture— 
The Victoria Meeting. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, March 20. — Charlie Sey- 
mour is held to-day for the murder of a 
klootchmun named Mary Williams. Sey- 
mour, who g:'ts his name from the creek 
opposite Vancouver, was selling mats 
tviih three klootchmen, and when tne 
women had exchanged their wares for 
money he proposed to buy firewater with 
it. This was done, and they all got 
drunk, raising a great disturbance last 
night on a vacant lot on Homer street. 
This morning at 7 o'clock a boy named 
Willie Coyle discovered the dead body 
of Mary Williams lying under a bush al- 
most naked and much bruised about the 
head, Tlie police were notified and 
Charlie Seymour and the two women 
making up the party who were selling 
mats have been arrested. It is thought 
that the suspect beat and kicked the 
murdered woman to death in a drunken 
frenzy. Seymour is 50 years of age and 
the murdered woman was about 40. 

The moving pictures of the Sharkoy- 
Jcffries fight as represented by the 
American Mutiseopo Company's outfit, 
in the opera hou.se last night, were gen- 
erally praise. A big crowd rwas present. 

Mr. Cum Yu and nineteen other Chinese 
delegates to the big Chinese reform con- 
vention held in Victoria, returned to-day 
with glowing accounts of their visit.

Steyn Writes 



To Roberts. 



Meets Charge of Treacherous 
Use of White Flag With 
General Denial. 



As British Commander Saw In- 
cident Himself He Drops 
Correspondence. 



London, March 20. — The following des- 
patch has been received at the war office 
from Lord Roberts: 

Bloemfontein, March 1!).— I have re- 
ceived tlie following reply to my tele- 
gram ot March 11 to the Presidents of 
the Free State and South African Re- 
public: 

"Your Excellency's telegram reached 
me yesterday. I assure you nothing 
would grieve mc more than that my 
burghers should make themselves guilty 
of a deed such as that laid to their 
charge by you. I am, however, glad to 
say you must have been mistaken. I 
have made personal inquiries of Gen. 
Delarey, who was in command of our 
burghers at the place mentioned by you. 
He denies entirely that our burghers act- 
ed as stated by you, but he says that on 
Saturday, the date being illegible, the 
British troops, when they were about 
fifty yards from our position, put up their 
hands as well as a white Hag, whilst at 
the same time your cannon bombarded 
the said troops with the result that Com- 
mandant Deber was badly wounded. 

"Yesterday morning the head command- 
ant wrote in his account of the battle as 
follows: "The soldiers hoisted the white 
flag, but were then fired at by the British 
cannons and compelled to charge. 

"Perhaps it is not known to your Ex- 
cellency that the same thing happened at 
Spiou Kop, where, when a portion of 
tiie Iroops hoisted a white llag and put 
up their hands, and while our burghers 
were busy disarming them, another por- 
tion of the troops fired on our burghers; 
hut some of the British troops were kill- 
ed. It has also been reported that at the 
last battle of the Tugela English can- 
non fired on troops who had surrendered. 

"With reference to the explosive bul- 
lets found in Cronje's laager and else- 
where, I can assure your Excellency that 
such bullets were not purchased or al- 
lowed by the government. I have, how- 
ever, no reason to tloubt your statement, 
as I know many of the burghers of this 
State and of the South African Republic 
took a large number of Lee-Metford riiles 
and duin-dum and other bullets from 
British troops. 

"May 1 request your Excellency, as the 
cable is closed to me, to make my reply 
known to your government and the neu- 
tral powers by cable. (Signed) State Pre- 
sident." 

The despatch from Lord Roberts con- 
cludes as follows: "As the inquiry into 
that matter proves his Jlonor's allega- 
tions to be unfounded, and as I person- 
ally saw the holding up of hands which 
he denies, I have not thought it desirable 
to continue the correspondence."

Dissolution of Imperial Parlia.

London, March 21. — 1.50 a.m.— While: 
there is a lull in the military operation, 
the political positions of the war show in- 
teresting developments. 

The colonial ofllce has telegraphed to 
Capetown the text of the proclamation 
concerning destruction of properly. This 
will not be published in London until af- 
ter its promulgation in South Africa, 
but it is known that it will convey an 
intimation that any wanton destruction 
of British property during the war will 
be regarded as warranting a claim for 
compensation and as justifying a levy up- 
on private property, sho-ild the resources 
of the Transvaal Republic prove inade- 
quate. 

The fact that the proclamation is is- 
sued by the colonial ofllce is regarded as 
an indication that the republics will bo- 
administered as crown colonies. In this 
connection, it, is understood that leaders 
of the opposition in parliament now ad- 
mit no other settlement is possible since 
the republics insist upon their demand 
for absolute independence. In view ot 
this the efforts of the Liberals will bo 
confined to securing in the settlement, 
the best treatment for the Dutch popula- 
tion, including security against their dis-> 
franchisement. 

It is becoming regarded as quite a set- 
tled matter that, should the war be end- 
ed, as is now hoped, before June, tho 
government will dissolve parliament and 
appeal to the country on the basis of ai 
successful South African policy. 

Should the war drag on dissolution will 
bo postponed until next spring. In any 
event one of the foremost planks of the 
government platform will be army re- • 
organization. 

There is no further information ns to- 
the movements of Sir Alfred Milner, 
Tt is regarded as certain, however, that 
he has gone to Bloemfontein to arrange 
for the temporary administration of tho 
Free State. 

Mr. Steyn's reply to Lord Roberts* 
ohorRCS of the misuse of tlie llag of 
truce is commented upon as impertinent 
and ridiculous, and Lord Roberts' 
course in closing a useless discussion is 
commented on ns wise. 

The government has decided that 
Major-General Sir Frederick Carring- 
ton shall command the colonial force oC 
5.000. including the 2.500 men Mr. 
Chamberlain asked for from Australia, 
which will bo stationed on the Northern 
Transvaal border to prevent a Boer re- 
treat or an incursion into Rhodesia. 

A statement conies from Pretoria ad- 
mitting that the Boer losses during tho 
war exceed 7,000. 

No fresh news has been received from 
Mafeking, but a Pretoria despatch of 
Thursday, March 15, asserts that Col. 
Plainer has not been able to advance- 
south of Lobatsi. 



JOHANNESBURG ALL RIGHT; ' 

Story of Flooding of the Mines Invented 
for Effect on Public. 

London, March 21. — The correspond- 
ent of the Daily News at Bloemfontein 
telegraphing Monday, March 19, says: "I 
learn from Johannesburg that it is not 
true that the mines have been flooded or 
otherwise dnniaged, beyond the fait, that 
the machinery is suffering from disuse* 
My informant declares that the whole 
story was fabricated to court sympathy. 

NEW ZEALAND READY. 

Commends Imperial Policy in Africa 
and Offers Other Troops to 
Back It Up. 

Loudon, March 21.— Mr. Chamberlain- 
has received the following from tho 
governor and commander-in-chief off 
New Zealand, the Earl of Ranfurly: 

" The people of New Zealand wish to 
express their endorsement of the stand 
taken by the Imperial government in 
declining to allow the intervention oC 
any foreign powers in the settlement 
with the Transvaal and the Five State, 
and in declining to assent to either state 
being independent. 

" My government assures Her Maj- 
esty's government that New Zealand 
will support to the last the mother 
country so far as it lies in her power 
to do so, in maintaining tlie position 
which has been taken up, irrespectlyc- 
of consequences. 

" 1 am desired to add that there are- 
largo numbers of men volunteering, who 
arc good riders and shots, willing to go 
to South Africa for the relief of the 
Imperial forces in case the services of.. 
fhe latter were required elsewhere."

" Mr. Steyn is circulating a notice, 
by menus of despatch riders, in reply to 
my proclamation, to the effect that any 
burgher who signs a declaration that 
he will not light against us will be 
treated as a traitor and shot. 

" Blown fontein people are affording 
every assistance in the matter of hospi- 
tal accommodations. We have conse- 
quently been able to arrange for 500 
hods. 

"Thirty-three prisoners were taken at 
l'rieska, '200 stands of arms and some 
supplies and explosives. 

"The Boers have begun to surrender 
on the Basutoland frontier." 

A despatch to the Daily Mail from 
Oukerspoort. dated Monday, March 19, 
says: "A reconnaissance towards Phil 
lippopoli, IT miles north of Springfon 
tein, found the farms all Hying whiti 
Hags. The British troops were conlinlh 
received.

KRUGElt'S MISTAKE. 

But a Pew Weeks Since Boor l'resi 
dent Told Terms of Pence He 
Would Dictate. 

New York. March 20.— An interview 
had by the correspondent of the Herald 
with President Kruger on February 10 
at Pretoria is printed to-day in tin 
Herald. At the time the President 
was described as showing but little evi- 
dence in his countenance of the tremen- 
dous strain he was undergoing. The 
complexion of South African affairs, 
however, has changed considerably 
.since then. 

He was dressed in a rusty frock coat, 
the front of which was sprinkled with 
tobacco. He smoked a pipe during the 
interview. " The war was forced upon 
lis by Cecil Rhodes and the mining mil- 
lionaires who want the country,"' said 
the Boer President. " The Boors yield- 
ed as far as possible, until they saw 
that nothing but the complete surren- 
der of their independence would satisfy 
England. Having been forced into the 
war. the Boers will conquer or die. I 
expect no aid from other nations, but 
Ave are glad of sympathy and friend- 
ship. 

" The Transvaal is willing to make 
peace at any time, but we want no 
more conventions. Only absolute inde- 
pendence is possible. We do not wrtnt 
any more territory, but we are content 
with our present frontier if we are per- 
mitted to live peacefully. This is all 
we ask. The Transvaal will stipulate 
•in the peace terms that the Natal and 
<!upe Colony Dutch, now lighting with 
the Boers, shall be regarded as belliger- 
ents and suffer no loss of property. 

" I recently learned that some of 
these men had been captured by the 
British and were being tried at Cape- 
town, charged with treason. This I 
■cabled Lord Salisbury, stating that it' 
-such men were not treated as prisoners 
;>C war we would make reprisals on the 
British prisoners here. Lord Salisbury 
replied threatening that if we injured 
a single British prisoner they would 
bold me personally responsible. I sup- 
pose he meant the British would hung 
me. The Transvaal government re- 
plied to-day, informing Lord Salisbury 
that they despise Ids threats. 

"There is no truth in the story of a 
conspiracy among the South African 
Dutch. This is not their quarrel. The 
Orange Free State is bound by treaty 
to aid us. 

"Mr. Schreiner repeatedly urged us 
to yield. It is too early to prophesy 
the outcome of the war or its duration. 
The Boers are in Cod's hands ami He 
will not let us perish. Out total fight- 
ing strength is 40,000. but with Cod's 
aid we can prevail. I have 200 blood 
relatives lighting, and would rather see 
them all perish than yield. Ii is lib- 
erty or death."

WATER POWER LNTKIiPKISK. 

Local and English Capital to Be Inter- 
ested in tin Attractive Proposal. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, March 20.— If it had- not 
been for the collapse of the British Col- 
umbia government it would have been 
officially announced some time ago that 
a million dollar company 1ms been capit- 
alized under a British Columbia charter 
to bring water power from Stave river, 
30 miles above New Westminster, to 
Vancouver. The company are solicit- 
ing private subscriptions, but are not 
giving away their plans until they can 
secure their title. A certain amount of 
stock is being allotted to Victoria and 
Vancouver, and the rest will be taken 
up in England. The cost of installing 
the system will be, according to esti- 
mates, $400,000. 

The fall from Slave river to Van- 
couver is saiil to be sufficient to enable 
the company to produce water power 
sufficiently powerful to satisfy all de- 
mands upon them, and so cheap that all 
factories and shops will at once utilize 
it in place of other power. There are 
many wealthy citizens who believe that 
the scheme is tin admirable one, anil 
are liberally subscribing for stock. 

JAPANESE AS UNION MEN. 

Vancouver Proposes More Practical 
Scheme Than Their Exclusion. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, March 20.— A delegation 
from the Trades and Labor Council 
have waited upon Japanese Consul 
Shimezu, with a view of getting en- 
couragement from him in making labor 
unionists of Japanese who may desire 
it. Mr. Shimezu favored the idea and 
asked for the constitution of the trades 
and labor organization, that he might 
translate it into Japanese for intending 
applicants. Mr. Shimezu said that the 
great majority of the 0(10 Japanese who 
arrived in Victoria recently went 
straight through to the States, only a 
small proportion of them remaining to 
lisli on the Eraser river. 



THE SCOURGE OF INDIA. 

Nearly Five Thousand Deaths in One 
Week from Bubonic Plugw — New 
Cases at Sydney. 

Sydney, N.S.W., March 20.— Two fresh 
cases of the bubonic plague have been 
officially reported to-day. 

Calcutta, March 20.— The bubonic 
plague is fast increasing in Bengal. There 
were 4,725 deaths last week, including 
714 in Calcutta and 2,044 in Patna. 

The Viceroy, Lord Curzon of Kedles- 
ton, yesterday visited the medical college, 
which is in one of the infected districts 
of Calcutta. 



SHOT BY" JEALOUS WOMAN. 

Tragedy in a Chicago Restaurant as 
Sequel to Domestic Infelicity. 

Chicago, March 20.— Miss Annie Stro- 
ther, cashier in a restaurant on 22nd 
street, was shot and instantly killed last 
night by a well-dressed heavily veiled 
woman, who, entering at the front door, 
fired four shots point blank at Miss Stro- 
ther and escaped. 

The first shot struck the cashier in 
the breast. Miss Strother turned and 
lied towards the kitchen. The woman 
with the revolver followed her, and tired 
four more shots. One of them hit her 
in the back. Miss Strother fell dead in- 
side the kitchen door. 

Three hours after the shooting .Mrs. 
Charles Smith, 20 years old, wife of a 
saloon-keeper, was arrested and made a 
confession, saying she had shot Miss 
Strother because the latter had taken her 
husband's love.

Operations on a Large Scale About lo 
lie Inaugurated Bp North. 

Another forward step is about to be 
taken in the development of the fishing 
industry of British Columbia. Hereto- 
fore little has been done outside of the 
'•a lining and freezing id' salmon for ex- 
port, and the curing of hardly sufficient 
fish lo supply the local market. The 
deep sea fisheries have been left to the 
American companies. A change is 
being brought about. A company is 
being organized in Victoria to erect a 
cannery and curing establishment on 
the Skeena river for the treatment of 
salmon and halibut ' for export on a 
largo scale. They ate to use the Kirby 
patent system for canning smoked sal- 
mon and halibut. 

Another firm, Messrs. Wallace Bros., 
of Vancouver, who have operated on the 
Eraser river for a number of years with 
marked success, have purchased the 
Claxton cannery, on the Skeena river, 
and will both can and cure salmon and 
halibut. They are making extensive, 
alterations and additions to the build- 
ings, and will he able to fill immense 
orders. It is said to he their intention 
to build two schooners and a tugboat 
for halibut fishing. The senior mem- 
ber of the firm last, year took a trip 
through Europe and the Orient, looking 
into the needs of the markets.

Now, sir, the stand 
taken by the government in regard to 
sending the contingents has been most 
ably dealt with by the leader of the op- 
position and by other gentlemen, and 
they have shown, I think, the govern- 
ment to be in anything but an enviable 
position in this regard. 

Some honorable members— Oh! Oh! 

Mr. Prior — That is my opinion, 
whether gentlemen opposite agree with 
me or not. I must say that the stand 
taken by the right honorable gentleman 
who leads the government, and by his 
colleagues, in delaying so long before 
they offered assistance to the mother 
country is, in my opinion, quite incom- 
prehensible. As to the vagaries of tlu 
Hon. Minister of Public Works, I think 
they are known from one end of the 
country to the other. I can only say 
that if the honorable gentleman thinks 
lie is loyal to' the British Empire, it is 
certainly not loyalty such as I under- 
stand it and as understood by the 
large majority of Canadians. 

Mr. Landerkin — I am very glad in- 
deed that it is not the kind of loyalty 
that you are talking about now. 

Mr. Prior — Will the honorable gentle- 
man stand up and tell the house what 
he Bays? 

Mr. Lan 1 fkin — I just say I am glad 
he is not possessed of the same kind of 
loyalty you are talking about just now. 
We want no firebrands now. 

Mr. Prior — Notwithstanding the ad- 
verse opinion of the honorable member 
for South Grey (Mr. Landerkin), I con- 
tend that the loyalty I am talking 
about is of the right material, of the 
very best kind, bat that of the Minister 
of Public Works is at the best only a 
milk-and-water loyalty. Now, we saw 
that the honorable gentlemen were very 
loath to take any action whatever until 
they were forced to do so by public 
opinion in this country. I should have 
thought that honorable gentlemen hold- 
ing the position that they do. especially 
the right honorable gentleman who 
leads the government, would have put 
his linger on the pulse of the people, 
and would Jiave known that the great 
heart of Canada was pulsating with 
patriotism and with loyalty, and that 
there were thousands and thousands of 
our best men only too anxious to be sent 
to tin' front to uphold the flag. 1 say, 
Mr. Speaker, that it was not necessary 
for the government to wait until they 
were taught by the Conservative press 
from one end of the country to the other 
what their duty was. 

Some honorable members — Oh! Oh! 

Mr. Prior — Mr. Speaker, honorable 
gentlemen opposite do not like to hear 
this sort of thing; they know it will go 
out in the newspapers and will injure 
them. They do not like to be told it, 
but if they think that they are going to 
stop me from saying what 1 consider is 
the truth, they are very much mis- 
taken. Why, Mr. Speaker. I believ 
that if it had not been for the pressure 
brought to bear they would have been 
a great deal later in sending our men to 
the front than they were. The Hon. 
Minister of Marine and Fisheries (Sir 
Louis Davics). who was in London at 
the time, I believe, was kept busy 
cabling word of the strong feeling that 
there was there, and urging his col- 
leagues to take action at once. I think 
I am right when I say so, and I am 
pretty certain that the Hon. Postmas- 
ter-General (Mr. Mulock) had to put his 
utmost strength forward and use his 
greatest influence in bringing his col- 
leagues to see what was the right thing 
to do in such a crisis.

honorable member for Alberta (Mr. ' 
Oliver) when he said that he thought 
that Canada should pay the whole thing, 
should pay the full Canadian pay over 
and above what our men get from the 
Imperial government. We know that 
there are hundreds of these young men 
who have gone to the front, who have 
given up good positions and who. under 
the most favorable circumstances, 
when they come back covered with 
glory, as'l believe nearly all of them 
will be, will not bp able to obtain these 
positions again, and are perfectly cer- 
tain to make a large financial loss. 
Camilla can well a fiord in a crisis like 
this to be generous. And I know the 
people of Canada will uphold any gov- 
ernment thai will take such action. I 
say, let them mif only pay the transport 
for these men to South Africa and back 
again, but also let them pay the full 
Canadian pay for the whole time, from 
the time they leave thb land until they 
come back again. I may say, Mr. 
Speaker, that mi all hands it is acknowl- 
edged that the men we have sent to the 
front are as tine a body of men as you 
could possibly find anywhere. I think 
the house will nut be sorry if 1 read a 
letter I received the other tiny from n 
British officer, one of those gentlemen 
that the honorable member for King's 
(Mr. Domville) seems to despise so 
much. He is an officer of high rank in 
the British army, who was out in Hali- 
fax the other day, a gentleman that I 
happened to meet. I will read a few 
words of what he writes in regard to 
the Canadian contingents: 

I am greatly struck witli the mag- 
nificent physique and smart appear- 
ance of the mounted contingents mob- 
ilizing here. I know our officers and 
" Tommies " across the water will bo 
struck when they see what Canada 
can produce. 1 never saw anything 
like the Northwest Mounted Police— 
they are simply wonderful on a horse. 
What impressed me so deeply was the 
intense enthusiasm of the whole con- 
tingent. Every officer and man is 
fired to the utmost and considers it an 
honor of the highest degree to have 
been selected to go out to uphold the 
honor of the flag. Then it is astonish- 
ing to think of men leaving comfort- 
able homes and lucrative positions to 
serve as privates and troopers. If 
this is not loyalty and love for the 
mother country, I wonder what is. 
Well may we devoutly thank Provi- 
dence for this magnificent colony of 
Canada. I saw the field batteries 
and was quite impressed with them. 
They were n very powerful looking lot 
and meant business. I made the ac- 
quaintance of several of the officers. 
The horses were very fine animals, 
many of them much larger than the 
imperial battery horses. 
I have just read that to show that a 
British officer, who has hail large ex- 
perience, thinks that no better men 
could have been sent anywhere from 
the British Empire than Canada is send- 
ing to-day. I might also read a letter 
that 1 have received from the United 
States, just to show that there are some 
men anyway in the United States who 
are thoroughly in accord with the Brit- 
ish Empire at the present time and are 
willing to go forward and take part in 
the present light. Here is a letter ad- 
dressed to myself, which says:, 
Col. E. G. Prior, Victoria, B. C: 

Dear Sir. — I would inquire if the 
offer of a battalion of American vol- 
unteers to go to South Africa would 

be accepted by your government 

Evidently not meaning my government, 
but the Canadian government. 
— I hold a commission as lieutenant- 
colonel, have seen fourteen years' ser- 
vice as guardsman in various stntes, 
and can tender to your government a 
lull battalion of Americans, more 
than half of whom are veterans who 
saw service in the Philippines during 
our late war, and the balance to lie 
National Guardsmen, all well drilled. 
Of course, I understand that as an 
organization we would not be permit- 
ted to leave the States, but there is 
no law prohibiting us going to Canada 
as an unarmed body, where arrange- 
ments can be completed. If this mat- 
ter interests you I should be pleased 
to have a reply. (Signed) 
I think that will meet with the hearty 
approval of the house. We are not, I 
am glad to say, in need of tiny more 
men than wo can get in our own coun- 
try, but this is an evidence of Lhe good 
feeling which is extant in some parts of 
the American continent for Canada and 
the British Empire in the present 
trouble. Before I sit down I wish also 
to call the attention of the house to a 
resolution that was passed in the city 
of Vancouver. British Columbia. It 
shows very fully the strikingly patriotic 
feeling that has extended from one end 
of the country to the other. At a meet- 
ing held in Vancouver on February 12 a 
resolution was passed the end of which 
is as follows: 

Be it therefore resolved, that we 
respectfully but earnestly urge His 
Excellency the Governor-in-Couueil to 
lender to the British war department 
for service in South Africa a force of 
at least 10,000 mounted infantry, the 
terms of such service to be mutually 
.agreed on to the satisfaction of the 
Imperial government. 
That resolution was passed unani- 
mously; all the other municipalities in 
British Columbia were invited to puss 
.similar ones, and I am glad to say that 
similar ones have boon passed in Vic- 
toria, in New Westminster and in other 
municipalities in British Columbia. 
There is a strong feeling' abroad that, 
though we may not perhaps need to 
send any more men at present, the gov- 
ernment should have them rendy to send 
out at any time, and I thoroughly agree 
with this resolution, that it will be 
good policy for the government to nut 
10,000 men ia training nt once and 
have them thoroughly equipped, thor- 
oughly drilled mid ready to be sent nt a 
moment's notice if they are needed by 
the mother country. I shall have other 
opportunities to discuss this matter, and 
therefore I will not say anything more 
in regard to this, except that I urn 
heartily In accord with the vote.

THE WAR. 

If tin' Boers have blown tin the Kroon- 
stiul bridge their nrhiy must be very 
near the northern portion of the Free 
State, and a long way from our lorces. 
Winburg bridge, which ie the nearest to 
Bloemfontein of those destroyed, is ~A 
miles distant and Kroonstnd is 129 mil 
trout the Free State capital. From 
Kroonstad to the erossiug of the Vanl i 
fS-l mile* and 78 miles fart her is Pretoria 
with Johannesburg on a branch lino \< 
miles nearer. It seems hardly possibl 
that the enemy would destroy the Kroon- 
stml bridge until ho had his heavy Rims 
over it. This art look* therefore very 
much like a retreat out of the L«'ree State 
jiltcgother. From Blocmfoutein to the 
A'aal river is 213 miles, and it is not 
likely that our advance to that point will 
l>e seriously opposed, If we are correct 
iu this some weeks may elapse lioforo 
wo get very stirring news from Oen. 
Roberto' force. The advance will he 
.along the railway line, ami will ho re- 
tarded by the destruction of the bridge?, 
hut the delay on this account will not ho 
very great. The- task of moving our large 
l'oi\e is sufficiently serious of itself. From 
Capetown to the crossing of the Vanl is 
'.Kill miles, and Capetown must he re 
garded as the bane of supplies. The 
energy of Lieut. Gironnrd in the trans- 
port service is working wonders, hut there 
are limitations to the capacity of a single 
line of I! feet <> inch railway. 

Prieska, which (ion. Kitchener entered 
yesterday, receiving the submission of 
the rebels, is on the Orange river about 
100 miles west of Hopctovvn, where the 
railway crosses, and about the same dis- 
tance almost due north of Carnarvon, 
when' the Canadian mounted infantry 
were a few days ago. With the collate 
of the rebellion here Cape Colony mux- 
he regarded as freed from any hostile 
force. The enemy are not yet all out of 
our territory, for they have a force at 
Mafcking ami one in the northwest cor- 
ner of Natal. 

A WISE CONCLUSION. 

The Conservative Association adjourn- 
ed hist night to meet at the call of the 
Chair. Thia is practically the defeat of 
the party-lines movement in this city, 
anil we very heartily congratulate the 
Conservative party upon it.

Company, makes in the News- Advertiser 
„ d-fenue of the transaction, substantial- 
ly amounting to the claim that the coal 
company had really acquired a sort of 
title and the letters patent were simply 
confirmation of it. A more hollow pre- 
tence than ,his could not very well be 
made, and it is somewhat remarkable 
that almost simultaneously with the ac- 
tion of the government in giving the coal 
company the land for this alleged reason, 
the counsel for the government, who was 
also counsel for the coal company, was 
contending quite the contrary before the 
conn. The history of tin- litigation is 
brief, but renders the point somewhat 
clearer than il otherwise would lie. An 
action was pending betwen the E. & N. 
Railway Company and the New Vancou- 
ver Coal Company in which a portion of 
the land described in the letters patent 
was involved. Mr. Davis, of Vancouver, 
was retained by the last mimed company. 
The province intervened in the suit, con- 
tending tin", the property in dispute be- 
longed to neither of the litigants but to 
the crown, and asked for an injunction 
to restrain the further prosecution of the 
suit until the claim of the crown was de- 
cided. This was granted and from this 
the railway company appealed. On the 
argument Mr. Davis appeared for the 
crown, but il is important to remember 
that he had also represented the coal 
company. We. quote below n portion of 
his argument from the official steno- 
grapher's report. Il will be observed 
that Mr. Davis considers the several de- 
fences set up by the coal company and 
disposes of theui in very short order, 
lie toils the court thai ".of 
course the defendants set up all .he 
defences that they can possibly think 
there is any chance of relying on." That 
is "any old" defence will do, as there 
may be a chance of making it stick. 
Then he takes the defences up seriatim. 
The alleged title by prescription he 
brushes aside as utterly untenable. He 
denies categorically that the coal com- 
pany took a tille to the laud under the 
Hudson's Bay deed. He says the ut- 
most the coal company can claim is that 
they enjoyed any right of mining under 
the sea which the Hudson's Buy Com- 
pany hud exercised; but this ho admits 
to bo a matter of dm. lit and says that the 
opinions of eminent counsel differ on it. 
"I think 1 am putting the mutter fairly 
to say there is doubt," said .Mr. Davis. 
He said the coal company's only valid 
defence was that the land never belonged 
lo the Dominion government. This, we 
may add, was the view set forward on 
behalf of the government before the 
court, and it completely answers the 
claim of justification set up by Mr. Cot- 
ton in his newspaper. We quote Mr. 
Davis as follows: 

Now. the New Vancouver Coal Min- 
ing iSc Land Company set up certain de- 
fences lo .ha.. Wo can really divide 
them into three. In the lirst. place they 
sn.v that the Dominion government .lid 
mi. own the coal at .hat lime, and .hoy 
secondly say that they have the right 
in mine there by prescription; and 
thirdly, they claim a gran, from the 
Hudson's Bay Company. 

.Vow. these defences arc of two 
classes. The li 1st ulTcets the title 
given. It is a negative defence, if I 
may so put it. The other two set up 
a title in the Vancouver Coal Mining 
Company, and arc a (Urinative defences. 

.Now. bj .his action we might as well 
consider just how fur these defences go 
and what they amount lo. Of course, 
as your Lordships understand, in plead- 
ing the defendants set up all defences 
ilia, they possibly think there is any 

chance of their relying ii| For the 

purpose of this motion it is important to 
consider those defences. , 

As to the title by prescription, it is 
clear thai that cannot be established as 
an answer to the railway company, for 
Ibis reason — that time does not run 
against the crown. 

Mr. Justice WnlUem — Adverse posses- 
sion of foreshore rights may be claimed 
after 00 years. 

Mr. Davis— There is no question of 
00 years hero at all. 

Mr. Justice Drake — This is not very 
far short of Oil years since the lirst 
shaft was sunk. 

Mr. Davis— It is fifty odd; but there 
is no question of sixty years arise.-!. 
But I menu the twenty-year period, our 
rule of proscription, does not run against 
the crown, and can only run from the 
time that the railway company ob- 
tained their grant, which was in 18X7, 
21st April. Up to that time it, was 
held by the crown in right of the Do- 
minion of Canada, ami it does not mat- 
ter so far us that is concerned. So 
that 1 think we can put aside the ipies- 
tion of prescription or lost grunt in re- 
spect of this. 

Now, with reference to the convey- 
ance lo the Hudson's Buy Company, I 
might say that the New Vancouver 
Coal Mining Company claim in their 
defence to that action, title-in fee sim- 
ple to the land. But clearly they are 



not entitled to that under the Hudson s 
liny grant. What they do claim they 
are entitled to under the Hudson's Bay 
Company grant is an exclusive right to 
mine under the foreshore and sea. 

Mr, Justice Walkem— Do you mean 
the grant from the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany? 

Mr. Dnvis— Yes. 1 don't think there 
can be any question about that. What- 
ever it gives is the exclusive right of 
mining, the privileges of mining. The 
grant is dated 1802 and it conveys a 
certain property, some 0,000 odd acres, 
and there is a map attached which 
shows where that property lies. But it 
does not throw tiny light upon the ques- 
tion as to whether or not any of the 
rights of milling and so on arc con- 
veyed. Now, the language of the con- 
veyance is this: 

"All that territory or estate or lands 
and hereditaments situate in Vancouver 
Island, iu the district of Nunnimo and 
I he islands called Newcastle island. 
Cameron island mid Douglas island, and 
containing in the whole by estimation 
0,103 acres or thereabouts, be the same 
more or less, which said territory or 
estate, land and hereditaments with 
the boundaries or abuttals thereof, are 
more particularly delineated and de- 
scribed in the map. or plan endorsed on 
these presents, together with the mines 
and minerals thereunder and the ma- 
chinery, buildings, barges, horses, cat- 
tle, rights, easements, privileges and all 
other tilings whatsoever thereto belong- 
ing or in any wise appertaining- or with 
the same territory or estate, lands ami 
hereditaments, or any part thereof, now 
or at any time or times heretofore de- 
mised, leased. held. used, occupied, 
or enjoyed, or accepted, reputed, 
deemed, taken, or known as part, parcel 
or member thereof lexeept the shop or 
trade goods in the stoi-ehni.se nf the said 
liovenior and Company, and the coals, 
iron or other minerals which shall have 
been raised or gotten from or mi the 
said hereditaments and premises be- 
fore the day of the date hereof, and 
liberty to the said Governor and Com- 
pany, their servants, workmen or as- 
signs, with liorsos, carts, carriages and 
other things, to enter upon the said 
premises for the purpose of removing or 
carrying away the samel. And all the 
estate, right, title, interest, inheritance, 
use, trust, property, profit, possession, 
rlaim and demand whatsoever, both at 
law and in equity, as well of the said 
Governor and Company id' Adventurers 
of Knglnnd Trading into Hudson's Bay, 
ns also of the said James Nienl, in, to. 
out of, or upon the same premises ami 
every part and parcel thereof." 

The New Vancouver Coal Mining 
Company claim that prior thereto the 
Hudson's Hay Company did exercise 
the rights of mining under the sea and 
foreshore, and that right of mining 
under the foreshore and the sea was a 
right that was used and enjoyed in con- 
nection with the land at that time, and 
they claim that il would be admitted to 
be il pari or parcel thereof: so that the 
claim under Hint grant would bo an 
occlusive right to mining. 1 do not 
think il can very well be put higher 
than ilia). 

As ti. whether or not that is conveyed 
by the grant is without any disguise' or 
concealment, a matter nf doubt. I can 
say advisedly; we have opinions of 
eminent counsel in connection with it, 
and they are different; and what may 
lie held by a court will only be known 
when the decision, of course, is given. 
Kill 1 think it is putting the matter 
fairly to say Hint there is doubt. It 
may be held that all we claim under it 
is covered by il, or it may be held that 
it is not. 

Hut now «•« come to the lirst defence 
which I have mentioned— a defence 
which lo my mind is the strongest de- 
fence by long odds of those that are set 
up here— the main defence. Ami that 
is that the coal under the harl tor at the 
time the patent was finished did not 
and never did belong to the Dominion. 
And of course, as the Esqnimttlt it 
Naniiiino Uailwuy Company are the 
plaintiffs, they must establish their title. 
And unless they do so— that thev did 
gel the coal— that the Dominion did own 
the coal at that time— their action must 
fall as a matter of course. 



CONFLICT OF AUTHORITY 

In his reply to the business men, the 
Lieutenant-Governor refers to tie- proro- 
gation speech and says that he does not 
understand that the promise therein con- 
tained of a session before the close of 
the fiscal year has been abandoned. Be- 
fore the echoes of that speech had fairly 
died away, Mr. Martin was declaring 
that he did not propose lo be in a hurry 
about an election and that he would take 
all lime necessary to get ready for it. 
He even went so far as lo claim that he 
could carry on affairs by special warrant 
even though the house did not meet until 
August. There is not the least occasion 
for any one to misunderstand Mr. Mar- 
tin in this mailer. He does not make the 
least concealment nf Ids intentions. If 
any one is taking chances upon the sup- 
position that he lias sonic concealed plan, 
he i* running a great risk. Mr. Martin 
is sufficiently experienced in politics to 
know thai the best way to deal with the 
public is In tell them out. squarely what 
he means to do, Ho say.l he is going lo 
cancel the Vancouver list and have a 
new revision. He says thai he is not 
going lo have an election until after there 
can be a new revision all over the prov- 
ince. What then is the use nf anybody 
pretending to believe the contrary: l.'n- 
der these circumstances the only conclu- 
sion that can he based upon the Lieuien- 
ant-Governor's statement i<s that unless 
Mr. Martin takes slops to bring the elec- 
tions on al an early day. he intends to 
ask him to give place to some one who 
will. Clearly, His Honor shrinks from 
using special warrants in the sweeping 
manner proposed by his lirst minister. 

The Lieutenant-Governor is very much 
iu the position of some of the people told 
about in the Arabian Nights, who~by 
speaking magic words evoked Jinns, who 
from being very modest creatures at. the 
beginning grew to be of monstrous size 
and power, so ns to be a terror to those 
who were responsible for their existence. 
Mr. Martin is looming up very large, 
and shows a very decided disposition to 
take things into his own hands. As a 
bit of instructive rending at the present, 
time, we take the liberty of commending 
the adventures of^Sinbad the Sailor to 
Hie careful perusal of the Lieutenant- 
Governor.

THL SOKiiV SCHEME. 

Some time ago the Colonist expressed 
tin- opinion that the Sorby scheme of 
harbor improvement ought to be taken 
up and discussed on its merits, and if it 
appeared to be a project which the citi- 
zens should embark in should be pushed 
through to realization nt the earliest 
possible moment. Mr. Sorby has done 
a great deal of work in this matter, 
lie has spared neither time nor effort. 
He is au enthusiastic believer in the 
commercial future of Victoria, if our 
harbor facilities are made such as will 
make it au advantage -for vessels to 
come here. Wo have, however, to say 
that the result of the investigation and 
discussion that has taken place is such 
that we feel unable to recommend his 
plan of harbor improvement to the 
public. \Yc have reached this conclu- 
sion with a great deal of regret. 

The committee who have examined 
into the financial sideTof the project find 
themselves unable to recommend it, and 
they point out certain objections to the 
e; timnted revenue to which we feed 
In. and to give weight. Mr. Sorby has 
not met these objections. Indeed, he 
seems to wave them aside as though 
I hey could he dismissed ns a conjuror 
n likes a coin vanish in the air. 

Before the public can be asked to 
undertake an enterprise involving the 
expenditure of millions, it iw necessary 
to inform them whether the work can 
be done for the estimated amount, and 
secondly whether the money can be got 
for the purpose intended. We think 
that Mr. Sorby has failed lo demon- 
strate either of these points. He has 
mil shown that the work can be done 
for the sum estimated by him, or for 
that mutter for any specific sum what- 
ever. Neither ho nor any other living 
person can tell what il will cost to dam 
Victoria harbor, pump it out and dredge 
or blast it on. so as lo secure a given 
depth of water. The most careful cal- 
culation made mi existing information 
can he little else than a guess. Mr. 
Sorby's plan is largely an experiment, 
and an extremely costly one. But 
granting thai we can ascertain within a 
million or two what the project will 
lost, what guarantee have we that 
the revenues of the port will pay the 
interest on i ven the minimum estimate, 
besides tin' charges of management? 
Mr. Sorby's estimates undoubtedly 
show that they will, but unfortunately 
these estimates have been shown to be 
open to such serious objections that 
their value as a whole is open to the 
greatest doubt. 

We have, therefore, with very great 
regret reached the conclusion that Mr. 
Sorby's plan must be dismissed as im- 
practicable under existing circumstances 
and hence also that the expenditure of 
money by the city in borings is ill- 
advised. We are sorry to have to sny 
this, but the time has come when the 
people of Victoria must make up their 
minds one way or the other, and the 
best consideration that we have been 
able to give the project forces us lo the 
conclusion thai it would be wise to 
abandon the scheme and devote what 
money the citizens might expend upon 
it in oilier directions.

Dr. I'nrklitirst in a loiter to the 
New Vork Herald says that the theatre 
with " Sapho " on the boards is heaven 
and Olga Nethersole au angel, halo and 
all, compared with some of the high- 
toned dives ami some of the women 
who frequent them. So great is the 
scandal caused by recent exposures that 
the leader of Tammany in the absence 
of Croker has given orders that the 
police shall do its duty in tin; premises, 
and there is talk of indicting a number 
of the leading officials for aiding and 
abetting Hie proprietors of these hot- 
beds of crime. The metropolitan press 
has taken the matter up with singular 
unanimity, and one of the pnpers snys 
that what New York wants now more 
than anything else is the arrest of a 
high official, "and the higher the bet- 
ter." This movement in America's 
chief city is an object lesson to smaller 
places. We are frequently told that it 
is useless to attempt to control vice. 
When a year or so ago it was proposed 
that something of this sort should be 
done in Victoria it wns answered that 
this is a seaport and it was quite out I 
of the question to think of such a thing j 
here. Nevertheless under present police 



management it has been demonstrated 
that it is quite consistent with better 
times than have been seen in Victoria 
for ten years that vice should not 
openly affront respectability. Moral re- 
formers everywhere will watch with 
great interest the effect of the new 
crusade iu New York city. Governor 
Roosevelt intimates that the same thing 
will be done throughout the state, and 
ho is no milk-and-water man.

An effort was made by the Colonist 
yesterday to secure for publication the 
memorial presented to the Lieutenuut- 
tioveruor ami His Honor's reply there- 
to. A copy of the memorial could not 
be obtained, although the reply was. It 
is given below: 

Government House, 

Victoria, B. ('.. 
.March IT. 1U00. 
To the Wholesale Merchants of the 
City of Victoria: 
" Gentlemen, — I have the honor to 
acknowledge receipt of a memorial 
from you, dated the 13th instant, 1ml: 
eeived yesterday afternoon, embody- 
ing the complaints made by you during 
the course of our interview of last 
Tuesday respecting the state of trade 
in Kootehay. I notice the woril "confi- 
dential " on a corner of the memorial 
but I take this to have been writtet 
without due consideration, as you cat 
readily understand that 1 cannot re 
eeive, nor reply to, any " confidential " 
communication from a large and indefi- 
nite number of merchants and repre- 
sentatives of mercantile firms. You 
may consider this reply as made pub- 
licly to u public petition. As 1 stated in 
our interview, I deeply regret t 
the unsatisfactory condition of 
a Hairs in Kooteiiny, lint 
what I was partially pr 
of it. Vou say: 

■• In approaching Votir Honor direct 
in this connection we have been im- 
pelled by a deep sense of public duty, 
believing that it lies with Your Honor, 
to a very great degree, at the present 
clilical juncture in the history of the 
province to hasten the necessary steps 
that can constitutionally be taken by 
Your Honor to set at rest the present 
uncertainty in regard to legislation, 
which ought to bring relief from the 
unfortunate causes which have brought 
about the present stagnation and tin- 
iest in mining and business centres." 

While desirous and ready at all times 
to give most, favorable consideration to 
the expressed wishes of a body of citi- 
zens such as you represent, I must tell 
you frankly, gentlemen, that if your 
memorial is intended in any way to con- 
stitute an appeal to me personally as 
against any anticipated action on the 
part of my advisers, I must decline to 
entertain it. If, on the other hand, it 
is merely a request to be assured of a 
session of the legislature without un- 
reasonable delay, to deal with the state 
of affairs complained of, I think it will 
be fully sufficient to again refer you to 
the declaration made at the recent pro- 
rogation, namely, that it would be 
necessary to call another session before 
the expiry of the fiscal yeof. I have 
no reason to believe that my advisers 
contemplate any course of action incon- 
sistent with that declaration. Vou are 
doubtless aware, from correspondence 
now made public, that as long ago as 
hist August 1 urged upon the late gov- 
ernment, in language very .similar to 
jour own, the advisability of an early 
session of the legislature, or a dissolu- 
tion and general election, in order to 
deal adequately with the growing condi- 
tions of unrest and uncertainty through- 
out the province. Had such a course 
lieen taken, much of the present trouble 
would undoubtedly have been avoided. 
My suggestions were not acted upon, 
however, and mutters were allowed to 
drift on from bad to wors 
culminated in the fruitles 
the legislature just conclud 
to the recent session because

Vou refer, with con- 
siderable detail, lo the eight-hour low as 
one of the subjects to be dealt with at 
the forthcoming session, anil to this law 
you state has been attributed much of 
the present condition of affairs in Koote- 
nay. This also is of course a matter to 
which I cannot give any personal consid- 
eration, but I am informed that it is the 
intention of my government to definitely 
ascertain the wishes of the electorate 
concerning the principle of this law, and 
to institute such further inquiry into its 
working and "effect as shall be considered 
advisable in the beat interests of the prov- 
'. Vou state, properly enough, that 
you do not intend "to enter into politi- 
cal questions" in thus bringing your 
views before me, but it may not be alto- 
gether out of place, at a time which you 
have termed a "critical juncture in the 
history of the province," to appeal to 
that "deep sense of public duty" which 
you mention as having induced you to 
address this memorial to me, and to risk 
that/ as a large and representative body 
of citizens, jim use your influence to- 
ward having the issues now before the 
people calmly and judiciously considered.

There was practically no limit to the 
range of subjects dealt witlmt last even- 
jug's meeting of the board of twde coun- 
cil, ulthougu tJje chief point of the busi- 
ness may be said to have been the iu 
traduction of still uuother harbor im 
prorement project, of which Mr. A. S 
Going, C.E., is the author and champion, 
and which found considerable favor with 
the half-dozen members of council mak- 
ing up -the hoard's representation. Of 
these Vice-President L. G. McQuade was 
chairman, the otheiu present being 
.Messrs. C. F. Todd, VV. Thomson, C. E. 
liimouf, J. J. Shallcross and Simon 
Leiser. 

Very -Complete and admirably prepared 
statistical information accompanied the 
following communication from collector 
of customs A. K. Milne, which was list- 
ened to with close attention and much 
manifest interest: 

Customs Canada, 
victoria, is.c. March 18, 1000. 
E. Elworthy, Esq., Secretary B.C. Board of 
Trade. Victoria, B.C. 

Sir: I have the honor to enclose herewith 
Bome Information relative to the trade of 
the Yukon frontier, and the Yukon river, 
which .may be of Interest to the board you 
.so .ably represent, anil who have been ever 
desirous to further the Interests of our 
city, and the welfare of our merchants. 

1 beg to say that our efforts have been 
successful In having Skagwoy made a port 
at which merchandise destined for places 
in the British possessions may lie entered 
for Immediate transportation and exporta- 
tion iu bond without appraisement, and no 
consular certificate being required. 

The following Is an extract from a letter 
received from the Commissioner of Cus- 
toms .under date of the 8th instant with re- 
ference thereto: 

"I have the honor to acknowledge the re- 
ceipt of your letter of the 2Sth ultimo, 
with .forms of special steamer and railway 
manifests of goods in transit via Skagwoy 
[for .the Yukon frontier. 

"I return one of the special manifests en- 
dorsed as 'approved' form. 

"I enclose copy, C. S. Treasury Uogula- 
tlon, .dated at Washington. February 24th, 
3!)00, and published In U. «. Treasury De- 
cisions designating Skagway as a port 
where goods destined for British posses- 
sions of North America may be entered un- 
der special lntnuisltu provisions. 

"This will greatly facilitate the entry 
.anil lessen the cost of transfer at Skagwoy 
for Canadian goods destined for the Yu- 
kon .frontier." 

I have the assurance of the general man- 
ager of the White Pass & Yukon railway 
that his company will now dispense with 
Jill brokers' and other charges, that our 
merchants have had to pay for passing our 
Canadian goods in transit through United 
States oustoms at Skngway, which will 
now be dispensed with by the United 
States .designating Skagwoy as a port where 
goods destined for Canada may be catered 
under special Intransltu provisions. 

Goods .the produce of Canada or duty- 
paid shipped from Victoria or Vancouver or 
other ports In British Cllumbla will be 
manifested on the approved form J. at the 
port of departu"" <>f the vessel for Skagwoy. 

The description of packages, contents on 
one line and total value of each package 
nr number of packages of like kind of 
goods will be required to be given for 
statistical purposes. 

On arrival of the vessel at Skagwoy after 
entry at the United States customs, per- 
mission will be granted to unload the goods 
from the vessel to the ears, which will 
lie shunted on the wharf alongside the 
ship, where the goods will be put Into the 
cars under the supervision of the Canadian 
customs ofllcer without reference to the 
contents of the packages, and when the 
ear is full tin- I'. .S. customs ofllcer and 
the Canadian customs ofllcer will both at- 
tach their seal and the car Is then ready 
to go to Its destination. 

The cars on arriving at Bennett or other 
ports on the line of railway will be opened, 
the seals having been broken by a customs 
officer and contents checked and the mani- 
fest acquitted. 

These new regulations, you will observe, 
will greatly facilitate the transfer of 
goods at Skagwuy, which has In the past 
been the point where delay has occurred, 
much to the Inconvenience of our mer- 
chants. 

Herewith I enclose fur the information of 
the board a list of British vessels which 
cleared and sailed from this port to Skag- 
way during the calendar year (from Janu- 
ary to December, 181)0), giving the number 
of tonB, freight carried by each and the 
value of the same; also the names of Amer- 
ican vessels that called at this port on 
their voyage to Skagwoy, giving the num- 
ber of tons freight carried and the value 
of the same. 

You will observe by the statement that 
the total arc as follows:

The communication and accompanying 
documents were received with a cordial 
vote of thanks to the Collector, several 
members of the board bearing sincerest 
testimony to their appreciation of Mr. 
Milne's activity in promoting and foster- 
ing the trade .interests of this city and 
province. 

From the Ottawa board of trade was 
received n copy of a resolution proposed 
to be presented at the approaching cham- 
bers of commerce convention in London, 
looking to a closer commercial union of 
the colonies on the banis of freer trade 
throughout tho Empire, as a step toward 
the ultimate introduction of inter-British 
free trade nnd the imposition of a small 
uniform nd vnlorcm duty on the colonial 
importations of all foreign goods, such 
collection to be applied to an Imperial 
defence fund. 

The resolution was found to be of very 
similar tenor to that offered by the Mont- 
real board of trade, nnd previously dealt 
with by the Victoria body— and this be- 
ing the case, it was not felt to be neces- 
sary to take any other course than to file 
the several documents from Ottawa. |

■sought definite and precise information 
concerning an expedition alleged to be 
liLLinj; out in Vancouver to search tot 
gold at th" bottom of one of the minor 
buys iu the Queen Charlotte Islands. 

"It is said," explained Mr. Lord, for 
tfce information ol the board, that ,$ti0,- 
•000 ill dust was lost there in 1S57. 1 
should like official particulars of the loss 
of any such vessel, and recent newspaper 
cuttings regarding the expedition." 

There were other matters dealt with in 
the British journalist's crowded postal 
card, but it was with renpect to the lost 
treasure of (Jueen Charlotte that the 
board was most interested. 

"That's an old story revived," said Mr. 
Thomson — "but there was no vessel con- 
cerned iu it, so far as I've ever hoard. 
No doubt you know the story better than 
I do. Thtre was a company that took 
out many thousand dollars from a blan- 
ket ledge, or *aid to have done so, 
and when the lead went below water of 
course they lost it." 

The secretary of the board will send 
the curious Mr. Lord the annual report 
and published information at the board's 
command, but it will be little that he 
can glean therefrom touching the fabled 
treasure deep beneath the northern wave. 

The matter of the much-desired ex- 
tension of the Island railway from Wel- 
lington North to the head of Vancouver 
Island was briefly before the council in 
connection with a suggestion from influ- 
ential citizens and business men that a 
special general meeting of the full board 
be convened for the purpose of consider- 
ing Ibis topic. The council agreed with 
the desirability of having such a meet- 
ing, and it was arranged to be held on 
Friday afternoon of this week at three 
o'clock. 

On the question of harbor improve- 
ment, Mr. A. S. Going, O.K., addressed 
the board in the following terms, his let- 
ter being accompanied by an excellent 
blue-print which occupied the place of 
honor on the long tabic and received 
earnest and extended consideration dur- 
ing the evening. The letter read: 

Victoria, B.C., March 10th, 1IHX). 
To the President and Members B. C. Hoard 
of Trade. 

Gentlemen: Herewith I beg to lay before 
your honorable body a plan showing pro- 
ject for the Improvement of Victoria har- 
bor, giving a depth of 20 feet at low water 
mark. 

Tin' area of Victoria harbor is approxi- 
mately 400 acres. My scheme would make 
122 acres of the same available for ordin- 
ary shipping. 

The Idea Is to purchase a rotary hydrau- 
lic suction dredger and complete drilling 
plant, nud excavate the mud and rock to 
a 20-foot depth, giving a channel 1,700 feet 
wide at the outer wharf, narrowing to 350 
feet at Shoal Point. From Shoal Point to 
Laurel Point the channel Ji> be straight and 
350 feet In width, curving at the James 
Bay side to a width of 1,050 feet. At the 
B. & N. railway bridge the channel would 
be 290 feet wide. At the upper end of the 
harbor opposite Sayward's mill the width 
Is 1,430 feet. In the absence of borings, 
to give the actual depth of mud, I have 
based my percentage of rock excavation 
upon the evidence of divers, men formerly 
connection with the dredger service, and 
ship masters. 

The prices allowed for the cost of the 
work are based upon the average cost of 
similar work In the United States. The 
following are the quantities and estimate 
of cost : 

Mud excavation, 1,444,570 cubic 
yards at $.05 ? 72,220 

Buck excavation, 102, 1)55 cubic yards 
at $7 720,085 

Dredger and drilling plant 115,000 



that the board's recommendation will be 
acted upon." 

Perkups you will permit me to say that 
the present government has been In oflicc 
only four years, and that we have not been 
able to do in that short period of time 
everything that has been asked from us 
In all parts of Canada. British Columbia 
has had a huge share of public money. 
The Conservative party, so faithfully sup- 
ported by Messrs. Prior and Earle, had 
been In office for 25 years, practically, and 
I am very much surprised that your board 
and their predecessors have not been able, 
during those long years, to Impress upon 
the late government the Improvements that 
you so strenuously press upon this govern- 
ment at the present time. 

Your hoard, I am sure, cannot forget that 
tho Conservative party, In the house- and 
outside of It, are constantly reproaching my 
department and myself In particular, with 
the tendency to spend too much money, 
Well, 1 cannot possibly dredge and build 
harbors, Improve navigation und rivers 
and not spend any money.

Benouf. 

"A nice letter that," commented Mr. 
Leiser. 

The scornful laughter of Messrs. Todd 
and Thomson might mean anything. 

In the same connection Secretary El- 
worthy produced a copy of the Commons 
Hansard, from which he read the follow- 
ing question and answer, bearing upon 
the subject under discussion: 

The question, by Mr. Prior— "What 
amounts have been voted by this house 
for the harbor of Victoria, B.C., iu the 
years 1SU7-0S. IS'JS-bi), and 1809-1000, 
and what amounts of said votes, if any, 
have been expended, up to 31st Decem- 
ber, 1SU0V How much lias been expend- 
ed mi said harbor, during same period, 
from the votes for 'Dredging, British 
( 'tdumbui'?" 

Tho reply, by the Minister of Public 
Works (Mr. Tarte)— "Parliament having 
thought that public money could be spent 
to better ndvantu 

British Empire, 1 have not spent any 
money iu Victoria." 

Mr. Elworthy also presented a compila- 
tion showing how from the years lSTl-Tli 
to lSiKj-UT, it total of $302,008.43 had 
been spent on the improvement of Vic- 
toria harbor by the Dominion, the last 
expenditure of !>5,-iU2.2tJ (in 181)0-97) hav- 
ing been made out of the vote of iflO.UUO 
by the Conservative government— 'the re- 
mainder of the appropriation not having 
been expended by their Liberal successors 
in ullice, and no expenditure being made 
by the Liberals since the date referred 
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A portion of the mud could be utilized lo 
1111 the James Bay Hats, which I estimate 
at 271,000 cubic yards. The remaining 
debris ran lie used for foreshore front 
where the owners desire, or carried out to 
the Straits and dumped. 

The above project, If carried out, would 
give Victoria a harbor large and deep 
enough for any ships that can safely come 
inside, nnd offers no obstacle to present 
shipping while the work Is being carried 
on. 

Should It he deemed more desirable to 
make a safe outer harbor, by breakwaters 
to Brotchle hedge and from Mncauluy or 
Maclaughlln Point, the Inner harbor Im- 
provement could he considered as an ad- 
junct of the same. 

As to the best method of financing and 
promoting such a scheme, 1 beg to leave 
the matter in the hands of your honorable 
body.

Mr. Shallcross pointed out that this 
matter of harbor improvement, although 
it had been brought up time and again, 
hud never yet been pressed to a definite 
conclusion, or to the extent, of bringing 
a practical result iu the direction of im- 
provement to the harbor. Representa- 
tions hud been made time and again to 
the Dominion government, but without 
result— while meantime the harbor was 
silting up and the boats of the C.P.N. 
Company found considerable difficulty in 
moving ubout in, it, the Victorian also 
being unable to come to the inner wharf 
except at certain stages of tide. The 
question should nut be allowed to rest 
thus unsatisfactorily — it could not be al- 
lowed to rest. In his opinion if the peo- 
ple interested would only get together, 
find out what could be done and for what 
amount, they might accomplish some- 
thing. If joint action were arranged by 
the wharf owners, the city, and the Do- 
minion government it might, for example, 
be possible to secure the services of n 
permanent dredge. He did not mean 
that a special contribution toward the 
cost of dredging should be demanded 
from the wharf owners, but that a spe- 
cial tax might be imposed on all goods 
landed at the wharves, to go into this 
general dredging or harbor improve- 
ment fund. 

"If you think tho wharf owners will 
contribute, you're mistaken," said Mr. 
Todd. 

"Why should they no asked to contri- 
bute .specially':" asked Mr. Leiser. 

Mr. Shallcross thought that it was 
clear that they were more directly con- 
cerned with the necessary improvement, 
but he offered no resolution upon the com- 
munication, as Mr. Elworthy observed 
that he had another communication 
which might perhaps be taken into con- 
sideration in conjunction with this letter 
from Mr. Going. 

It would lie remembered that lion. Mr. 
Tarte bad been written to on the subject 
of tho harbor borings, the council of the 
board having been moved to express dis- 
appointment that nothing had been done 
by the Dominion. In reply to this, Hon. 
Mr. Tarte wrote:

31st forwarding i 
the information that, your board of trade 
was unanimously disappointed at what 
they call the "absence of any Indication 



"It may be said that much of that ex- 
penditutv was wasted," said Mr. Todd, 
"in getting the dredge in working order, 
and putting it away when the season was 
over— instead of in actual work." 

"Who gets the harbor dues'.'" asked 
.Mr. Leiser. 

"The Dominion government of course," 
was the reply. 

"I should say then it was the duty of 
the Dominion government to look after 
the harbor." 

Mr. licuouf came to the rescue. It 
should not be forgotten, he said, that the 
Dominion had to look after the light- 
houses, ami sick mariners, etc., etc. He 
thought the chief reason for the neglect 
of the harbor dredging during the past 
few years had been the attitude of Vic- 
toria on the subject, sending Mr. Sorby to 
Ottawa, and iu other ways indicating 
continence in what had become known as 
the Sorby scheme. It was only natural 
that the Dominion would insist on with- 
holding what might be wasted expendi- 
tures while such a scheme was receiving 
consideration. 

"But," reminded Mr. Todd, "it was 
only last year that Mr. Sorby went to 
Ottawa." 

Mr. lienouf thought that his point had, 
nevertheless, been well taken. If Vic- 
torians could only unite on some improve- 
common-sense scheme of harbor improve- 
ment—present this scheme, and go with 
it to the Dominion government, showing 
at the same time a definite statement as 
tu the cost, and asking for a certain sum 
spread over a certain number of years, 
they might get what they asked for. The 
government had never yet been approach- 
ed on a definite basis and with a definite 
proposition for a definite, complted work. 
This scheme of Mr. Going's, he might 
say, appeared to him to be u good one- 
he had never seen any good in the Sorby 
scheme, because it had been built upon 
the wrong basis, that a harbor would 
necessarily bring trade, whereas wharves 
of silver would not create so much as a 
dollar's worth of business. 

'"How about a canal from Itoss Bay?" 
questioned Mr. Leiser. 

"It would cost a couple of millions," 
observed Mr. Kenolif. 
"Well, suppose it did?" said Mr. Leiser. 

"This letter of Mr. Tarte's seems to 
have a great deal of politics in it," said 
Mr. McQuade, bringing tho wandering 
debate back to the question. 

Mr. Shallcross quite agreed. There 
could be no graver reflection upon the 
existing system of government in Can- 
ada than such open declarations that 
because Victoria sent Conservative 
members to the House of Commons, 
Victorians got no money for the neces- 
sary maintenance or improvement of 
their harbor. 

Mr. Todd thought that the city would 
perhaps do better in the matter of ap- 
propriations if it were a trifle more an 
uncertain quantity politically. 

Mr. Shallcross thought 'that Vic- 
torians on this matter of the harbor 
should agree upon some definite scheme 
and then press it on the Dominion in 
season and out of season. 

Mr. Reuouf concurred with this propo- 
sition. If th." city could only send to Ot- 
tawa some plain, delinlte proposition, nnd 
stand by It with united force, It would be 
very probable that a grant would be got. 
This scheme of Mr. Going's appeared to him 
to be very slmllur to that carried out with 
such success at Tacoimi, the details being 
familiar to almost every member of the 
board and resident of Victoria. 

-Mr. Todd thought that It would be mere 
waste of time to put figures and arguments 
before the Dominion government under ex- 
isting political conditions. After Victoria 
had strengthened its "pull" at the Cap 
Itol, Victoria might hope to get sometulng- 
but not as politics were at present. 

As for Mr. Tarte, Mr. lienouf suggested 
that he be written to, and Informed that 
his letter was no reply to the common! 
cation of the board. 

"Can't we get the Lieutenant-Governor to 
fire 1dm?" suavely asked Mr. Todd. 

It was finally decided to take "a proper 
and dignified course"— Informing the Min- 
ister of Public Works that a proper, re- 
spectful, bUHlnest) communication had beeo 
addressed to him, to which, however, he 
hud not deigned to give a busluess-IIke re- 
ply. 

As for Mr. Going's letter— It was received 
nnd tabled, pending tho completion of Mr. 
Harris' borings, which may possibly re- 
duce the estimate of cost. 

Atlln's board of trade, through Mr. J. 
Sc. Clair Blackett, Its secretary, asked the 
board to endorse a petition addressed to 
the White Pass & Yukon Railway with 
respect to the reduction of the freight rate 
on hydraulic nnd quartz mining machinery 
going Into the Atlln district, n rate of 2% 
cuts per pound being suggested on all 
lasses of machinery; las likely to meet re- 
quirements for the present senson. 

This communication was received, the 
secretary being directed to address the 



White Pass & Yukon management, with a 
hope that they will be able to arrange a 
minimum rate for ingoing mining machin- 
ery 113 requested. 

The appointment of a delegate to the 
chambers or commerce convention was left 
for the first general board meeting; the 
petition of the Dawson residents In re- 
spect to mall service (which has already 
been dealt with in the Ottawa house) was 
placed on tile ; and representations from 
Itev. W. ti. 11. Blllsou und others on the 
subject of the improvement of the trull 
and telegraph facilities to the West Coast 
were passed to the provincial government 
with endorsatlon, and the hope that the 
local authorities lu conjunction with those 
of the Dominion, may be able to curry out 
the valuable suggestions. No action what- 
ever was tukeu In respect to the commuul- 
catlon from the Winnipeg bourd of trade, 
advising the full addressing of all parcel 
freights. 

An old friend of the late eventful legis- 
lative session presented Itself In the volum- 
inous memorial addressed by the Kuslo 
hoard of trude to the legislature, which 
the Victoria board was usked to approve. 
This petition, dealing with the so-called 
eight-hour law, suggests that uu eight* 
hour day be established as the standard 
working day, but that the law be so amend- 
ed that there be no penalty iu such case* 
as where workmen may contract for n 
greater or less number of hours' work per 
day— In other words, that there should be 
no Interference with the right of contract. 
At Mr. Benouf's suggestion this subject 
was deferred for consideration at the ap- 
proaching general meeting of the board. 

Next followed a variety of matters, each 
of which claimed possibly one minute of 
1 attention. The Ross- 
sought support for its 
question, taxation of 
joveriuueut bulletins, 
mining legislation, and Kooteuay lo- 
al affairs; as the proposal was with direct 
icarlng upon legislation during the ses- 
lou now over, ii was only necessary to 
lie the several exhibits. 
The executive council of the Imperial 
elsewhere in the I Institute gave general Information with re- 

H| t to the working of the institute, 

which Information went on tile; the direct- 
ors of the Philadelphia Museum applied 
for a reciprocal display of diplomas from 
Ihe board, which will be given If It does 
not rust too much to have them lithograph- 
ed or pen-drawn; and the management of 
the Alaskan Magazine were willing to re- 
ceive financial assistance from the board, 
which the hoard Is not In a position to 
grant. Messrs. Hlbben tV Co. offered a 
handsome dletlonery on a stand, at a price 
of the council concluding that the 

board will strive to economize by guessing 
at the big words for a time yet; and tile 
Colonist's, bin for a balance of $220.2G on 
the printing of Ihe annual reporl. was 
promptly passed for payment. 

It was Mr. Shallcross who brought up 
the matter of a railway from the Coast to 
Kooteuay, expressing pleasure at seeing 
this Included In Ihe new government's pol- 
icy—It having been part of the board's 
policy for some time past. He thought 
that the members of the board should at the 
annual meeting get together and formulate 
a policy for the opening up of the country, 
not as politicians, but as business men. 

"You'd haye a lively meeting If you 
started that," said someone. 

"Do you favor government ownership of 
railways'.-" asked another. "That's what 
the road from the Coast to Kooteuay that 
Mr. Martin's talking about means." 

"Oh, no, I don't say anything about 
that," corrected' Mr. Shallcross. He did 
not press his suggestion that formulating a 
policy for the province should be attacked 
at the quarterly general meeting. 

Just before the adjournment, Mr. Shall- 
cross brought forward the question of Can- 
adian and American rights In shipping to 
the Northern ports, embodying his text In 
a resolution which passed, as follows, to 
bo forwarded at once to the Minister of 
Trade and Commerce at Ottawa, and tho 
local members In the Commons:

Of Faith." 



First of Series of Sermons by 
Rev. Mr. Speer of Metro- 
politan Church. 



Faith Healing Dealt With by the 
Preacher on Sunday 
Even?ng. 



In the Metropolitan Methodist church 
on Sunday evening the pastor, Rev. J. 
C. Speer, preached the first of ;\ series of 
sermons on "The Fads of Faith," the 
subject being "Faith Healing," and the 
text II. Timothy, iv.:20, "Tvophinnis 
have I left at Miletium sick.'' Some 
years ago Mr. Speer preached u nimilar 
scries in Toronto, which were printed 
and very favorably commented upon. 
There is considerably more material now 
in connection with the subject and 
the sermons arc curtain to prove of in- 
terest. A synopsis of Sunday evening's 
sermon is given below: 

Rev. Mr. Speer said: In every aye 
there have been people who have been 
seeking for the miraculous, and the won- 
derful. If they can see that which is 
out of the ordinary, in the way of signs 
and wonders, they are satisfied, but if 
not they think something is not right. 
When Christ was in the world he M as 
pestered with that class, and he said to 
them: "A wicked . . . generation seeketh 
after a sign, and there shall no sign be 
given it save the sign of Jonah." Again 
he said, "Except ye see signs and wonders 
ye will not believe," and it would seem 
as if these people have sent their pro- 
geny into every age and country. 

In every community there are those 
who are prepared to accept anything that 
i; taught by the "wandering lights" who 
are ever to be found preying upon the 
credulity of such simple minded folks. 
The faith-cure faddist has not yet run 
short of material for his sophistries. 
Ever and anon he comes and goes and 
thus the people are kept looking for some- 
thing new and supernatural. 

Faith-curing, in some form, is not con- 
fined to the Zionites, or Dowieites, for 
there are many sects and societies and 
they are as often found hurling anathe- 
mas upon one another as at the churches. 
Every now and again we are told of 
Home Simon Sorcerer who can do cures 
such as were only equaled by the Lord 
Himself. Then after he has run his 
course and the gullible people have slunk 
away in shame and disappointment we 
hear that another fad is sprung, and so 
the succession runs. It is not an easy 
matter to tell all the things, true and 
false, that these people teach, but. there 
are a few fundamentals of which we are 
pretty sure. 

1. It is taught that all sickness is from 
tiie Devil. 

I am prepared to lay a good deal at 
the door of his satanic majesty but, 
when it is stated, that all sickness is by 
.satanic agency we must draw the line. 
It is true that the violations of natural 
and moral law are counted to lie the 
cause of sin; but there are thousands 
who are sick, not by any fault of their 
own, but, it may be, by the unsanitary 
condition of the town. I5ut as these 
people go to the Bible for their truth, to 
the Bible we must take this question. 
Let me read you a few of the scores of 
passages in the Bible -which state that af- 
flictions, in some cases, at least, come 
from the Lord Himself. (Here the 
preacher read many passages to prove 
his point.) Here we have many pas- 
sages which clearly show that the in- 
spired writers declared thnf God laid 
affliction upon them. As the apostle said 
"whom the Lord loveth He chasteneth 
and sCOtirgPth every son • ;-i)in He re- 
ceiveth." Lord; at a few persons who 
were the salt of the earth and were sick, 
even while in the service of God. Daniel 
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says that he "fainted and was sick," and 
who will say that it was the Devil who 
made him ill at that time. The same is 
true in the case of Dorcas, that woman 
who has special mention because of her 
goodness. Was it the Devil who made 
Lazarus, the personal friend of Jesus, 
sick when Jesus said when it was told 
Him what had occurred: "I am glad for 
your sakes that I was not there to the 
intent that ye might believe." It never 
seems to occur to these people that there 
may lie blessing in sickness which can- 
not as well be bestowed without it. Why, 
if Satan bring all the sickness, did 
Timothy, an apostle of Jesus, suffer so 
long? And see the case of the text how 
Trophinius, also a preacher and asso- 
ciate of Paul, was so sick that he had to 
drop out of the work. What credit the 
Devil gets For all this work? It is a 
poor compliment to the piety of these 
men that Satan had such a power over 
their bodies. I suppose they have us 
believe that, when the bubonic plague 
comes, or smallpox rages, or when diph- 
theria multiplies its victims, it is all of 
the Devil. But it is a fact that in too 
many cases it is the "devil of dirt" in th 
city or in your neighbor's back yard 
which is the cause. 

2. The next statement of the divine 
healer is that all sickness is to he cured 
by faith alone. We are not to use medi- 
cine or any other means, but pray to God, 
and if we art' right with Him the dis- 
ease will disappear. 

Now, if this teaching be correct it 
must work in every case where the faith 
is all right. There can bo no case-where 
the cure will not come if the patient 
truly believes. 

For such teaching they take the fol- 
lowing as premises and work out to their 
conclusion. "God is almighty and change- 
less; and the Psalmist said 'He healctb 
all our diseases,' therefore he can heal 
them all now as in the past." No one 
will dispute any ono of these statements, 
and so they take another step. "Jesus 
has all power, He healed all manner of 
diseases, and he sent His disciples to do 
the same, and the apostle said that to 
some He gave ' the gift of healing, ' 
therefore we all should have that gift." 
it is just here that we part company 
with these people, for it is not true that 
the gifts which were in the power of 
the first apostles were to be continued to 
all generations. If this were true, then 
it wouljl follow that all works Christ and 
His disciples did, we should be able to 
do. But what do we lind: but that there 
are some things that no faith-healer 
thinks of doing. They healed the wound- 
ed and maimed, as in the case of the 
servant of the high priest whose ear 
Peter cut off on the night that He was 
betrayed. Christ cured people who did 
not believe in Him, but on the faith of 
friends. He cured them of congenital 
blindness, and no faith-healer has ever 
accomplished this. It is true that God 
can do these things now jf He will, but it 
is not true that He has adopted this as 
the only method of euro for this suffer- 
ing world. 

If all were to lip cured without means 
it is curious that we h.ive so much that 
would lead us to think that Go3 uses 
works as well as faith in the relief of 
the suffering ones of earth. 

Jesus Himself "made clay of spittle," 
and with it lie anointed the eyes of the 
blind man. He did not need to do that, 
and here He showed us a bad example 
if we aro never to tut means. Why did 
He send the blind to the pool of Silonm 
when He was curing? Why did Jesus 
say: "They that be whole need not a 
physi. iaii, but they that are sick." If 
he intended that Christians were to ban- 
ish the physicians. Ho should have been 
more careful of what He said, for, while 
it is true that He used this as an illus- 
tration of the need of the people for 
cure of their moral and spiritual mal- 
adies, Ptill in it He does give the strong- 
est kind of countenance to the fact that 
there were physicians in his day and the 
sick should send for them when they 
needed thrill as they should send for the 
Great Physician whin they needed soul 

Take the case of the good Samaritan 
who found the poor fellow wounded and 
half-dead on the way down to Jericho. 
Jesus tolls tli is story and says that means 
were used in the restoration, for the man 
"poured oil and wine into the wounds of 
the sufferer and left him in the care of 
the inn-keeper." If it had been the faith- 
healer he would have asked him to "only 
believe" or "go to Jericho." If there U 
only one divine way of healing the sick, 
and that is by faith, without means of 
any sort, Christ could scarcely have given 
us a more misleading story. Then we 
look mi the case of the text where Tro- 
phimus was left behind at Miictiuui on 
account of his sickness. Paul was the 
Krcatosl exponent of faith, and he was 
enthusiastic against work's as a means 
of being saved, but he was a wise and 
inspired apostle, and he had seen the 
Lord Jesus, and been caught up into the 
third heaven.-;, and if any one, in that 
age, knew about faith-cure it was Paul; 
but here we have him leaving this young 
man behind .sick. Why did he not a! 
once cure him, or tit ieast teach him that 
ii was bis privilege to got up and be 
healed ? That is what' he should have 
done, if this wa.s to be the way of cure 
for all time. Take then the" case of 
Timothy, the son of Paul in the gospeli; 
be was a sufferer for a long time it would 
appear. There was something the mat- 
ter with his stomach and he had been 
trying the water cure, so that he was no 
faith-cure faddist up to that time. Put 
he should have known if that was the 
way for he was a chosen apostle by the 
church of the time, and what is still 
more curious, Paul himself did not resort 
to the "miracle-cure." for he prescribes 
for him, and we have the prescription on 
record, "a little wine for thy stomach 
sake and they often infirmities"; from 
that day to this we have heard nothing 
about the sickness of Timothy. 

We agree that tho cure of the sickness 
and suffering to which we aTe heir in 
this life, is, in point of importance, sec- 
ond only to the cure of the soul, and 
in a matter of so much importance it 
would be strange indeed did Jesus leave 
the question so doubtful that after two 
thousand years, with five hundred mil- 
lions of the population of the earth 
Christian, at least in name, and tens of 
thousands of the best scholars of the world 
ministers of this gospel, and yet but a 
few of these millions following the true 
teaching with reference to such a vital 



question. The people who assume such 
a position give evidence of au audacity 
only surpassed by their ignorance. 

The question will be asked just here 
"how then do you account for the cures 
which are said to he wrought by those 
who take this position?" 

I may say that these aro not so difficult 
to be accounted for as some would have 
us believe, but, as I have now spoken to 
you for full forty minutes, and as this 
can as well be dealt with in connection 
with next Sunday night's sermon on 
Christian Science, I shall close.

This year, however, the advocates of 
rival enterprises have been placed on the 
committees with the natural result of 
disagreement; meetings have been called 
on notices so short that only certain 
parties were able to attend (the notices 
not being received until after the meet- 
ings hud taken place), resulting in waste 
of time. Mr. Shallcross, who 'is not 
even a ratepayer, is not eligible to sit 
on the committee, but the Mayor persist- 
ently forced him upon the committee, for 
no other purpose than to advocate the 
outer wharf ijiturcst and to. disparage the 
scheme more particularly under investi- 
gation. In weighing the value of 
these criticisms the object with which it 
is done should have due consideration. 1 
would answer Mr. Shallcross' statements, 
but as they are tainted with animus and 
personal aims they cease to be of any 
public interest mid I decline to be drawn 
into a mere newspaper controversy. 

The finding of the committee seems to 
be against the weight of evidence; when 
they stated there was a deficit of at least 
?31,000. The revenue committee state 
distinctly "to the best of our judgment 
Mr. Sorby's estimate of revenue ap- 
pears fair and reasonable." No one can 
get nearer than that." Conceding $10,000 
of tho revenue from real estate, as named 
by Aid. Yates, i.e., reducing the com- 
mittee's previous figures from $53,100 
net, to $43,100 and adding the revenue 
before referred to, ifl 15,910, we have a 
gross revenue of $15'J,01(> per annum to 
meet an ultimate expenditure that by 
slow degrees will rise from $75,000 per 
annum until it may reach £158,500 in 
the fifth year, by which time the accumu- 
lated revenue should show a surplus of 
$100,000. I think Alderman Yates failed 
to grasp this fact. No one of any finan- 
cial experience could suppose the whole 
amount of the bonds would be issued at 
the outset; they would be issued as slow- 
iy as possible and the interest would ac- 
crue by slow degrees. The revenue would 
be acquired as quickly as possible, and 
would be, in the earlier years, greatly in 
excess of the liabilities. These facts 
should be borne in mind. The question 
is not a company one in which profits 
have to be secured to divide tip amongst 
stockholders, in which the chance of 
notation depends upon the prospects of 
largo profits. The advantage to the city 
lias no reference to the revenue to he de- 
rived from the waterfront, it is an un- 
dertaking fraught with benefits that 
would accrue to the community as a 
whoie, in which the opponents would par- 
ticipate as freely as the most ardent 
supporter. I beg your readers not to be 
discouraged or wearied merely because 
the realization of our hope-; is not im- 
mediately at band.

The Victor!* Lxwn Tennis Club held 
their annual meeting yesterday evening 
in the reading room of the Victoria Cafe 
Company, when Mr. C. E. Pooley was 
chosen as president for the ensuing 
year, his associate officers- being: Mr. 
A. C. Fluuierfelt, vice-president; Mr. 
A. F. R. Martin, honorury secretory; 
Mr. J. M. Miller, honorary treasurer; 
and Messrs. A. T. Gowurd, R. H. 
Pooley, G. V. Cuppage, A. D. Severs 
and It. B. Powell, committee. Messrs. 
II. H. Pooley and G, 0. Johnston, last 
yeal''s secretary and treasurer, respect- 
ively, declined re-election. 

The balance sheet for the past yea? 
and the secretary's report were rend 
and adopted* while the attention of 
the incoming committee was directed to 
rule XII, with instructions to enforce 
it rigorously. Yesterday's meeting 
closed with a vote of thanks to the 
managers of the Cafe for the use of 
their pleasant premises. 

The report, which will be found in- 
teresting by all lovers of tennis and 
friends of the V. L. T. (_'., is appended: 
SECRETARY-TREASURER'S REPORT. 
Mr. President and Gentlemen: We, the 
undersigned, have much pleasure In sub- 
mitting for your consideration the report 
of afl'ulrs of the club for the past year, 
and in doing so, It Is a matter of great 
satisfaction to us, and we are sure It will 
lie to every member of the club, to feel 
that we have been enabled during the past 
season to do much for the advancement of 
tennis not only In Victoria, hut In the 
whole province. 

The balance sheet will show you the pres- 
ent Unnnclal standing of the club, contain- 
ing It Is true a list of heavy expenditures- 
due chiefly to the visit of the American 
champions, and also to the extra work It 
was found necessary to do on the courts 
and grounds in the early part of the year. 
Olfsetting tills extra outlay, however, you 
will And a large Increase In the gate re- 
ceipts and entrance fees paid la at the an- 
nual tournament, to which we would call 
your special attention, as It goes to show 
the Increasing Interest taken hi our tenuis 
tournament from a social standpoint, 
many people who, In the past have never 
been seen at the courts before or evinced 
the slightest Interest In the game, attend- 
ing regularly throughout the week, and 
plainly augurs that the club will most as- 
suredly be called upon In the near future 
to enlarge the present grounds. In order to 
have more standing room and allow the 
events to be played on* during the week. 

The courts, we are glad to be able to re- 
port, are owing to the attention paid to 
them last season and the favorable winter, 
in first-class order; the young grass sown 
last year having got a good start and spread 
well nil over, with the exception of the 
back lines of the court near the pavilion, 
which, owing to the severe nature of the 
play In the second tournament, are con- 
siderably worn. It Is true that during the 
early part of hist Benson play was .very 
much hampered owing to the hard and late 
winter of 1808-1800 having killed most. 
If not all, of the grass, and the necessity 
of having the lawn sown afresh late last 
spring. Now, however, we think we may 
congratulate the club on having three real- 
ly excellent club grass courts. 

As regards the annual tournament, the 
receipts were far ahead of any previous 
year, the entries totalling In all 130 as 
against 11- of the previous year.

Tennis Chilis, who came over and helped 
to make our tournament tue great success 
that it was. All of us were delighted to 
welcome them all, and especially such old 
friends as Mr. George A. Hnr.l and Mr. 
Lnuncelol Pelly, also Mr. Samuel Russell, 
of Seattle, who, although this was bin 
Initial visit to our courts, was by no means 
a stranger to us during tennis week. Al- 
though our visitors did not succeed In car- 
rying off any of the championships they 
managed to reach the Una Is In nearly every 
event, and always gave a good account of 
themselves. Above all special mention 
should be made of the wonderful Improve- 
ment shown in the class of play hi' all the 
ladles' events, three set matches being hard- 
ly without exception necessary to decide 
the game, and the play throughout being 
decidedly above the average. As usual Mr. 
J. F. Foulkes won the gentlemen's cham- 
pionship and Miss Muriel Goward succeed 
ed In currying ofl the ladles' — they having 
now held the respective challenge trophies 
for seven and five years, and proved Invin- 
cible to all local exponents of the game 
ou their own courts, although once or 
twice taxed very severely. 

It Is also our pleasant duty on behalf of 
the committee and members of the club to 
tender our warmest thanks to those ladles 
who so kindly and ably assisted us during 
the annual tournament In entertaining our 
players, visitors and guests; and we must 
also congratulate those members of the 
club who, at so short a notice, took In 
hand, and brought to such a successful Is- 
sue, the dance held at the Drlard, without 
Which our week of gaiety would hardly be 
complete. 

Abroad also the club representatives have 
covered themselves with honor and re- 
nown, Mr. Foulkes now holding the cham- 
pionship of the Pacific Northwest, the State 
of Washington and the Mainland of Brit- 
ish Columbia; Miss Muriel Goward lias once 
more defended ber title as lady champion 
of the Mainland successfully against all- 
comers. In the doubles and mixed events 
our members also carried off many valuable 
trophies at the various foreign tournaments. 

At a special general meeting of the club 
held at the Drlard hotel on Thursday, 
August 31, 1899, It was decided that the- 
club Invite Mr, George Wright of Boston 
and his party oftennls champions, then on a 
tour on the Pacific coast, to play a series 
of exhibition matches here, and that the 
club guarantee the sum of $200 towards 
defraying the costs of such visit. The sec- 
retary was also authorized to raise an out- 
side guarantee towards paying the ex- 
penses in the event of the tournament not 
taking place on account, of bnd weather 
and no gate receipts being obtainable. The 
players arrived In Victoria on Sunday, the 
17th September, and played here on the 
two following days, before a fairly good 
audience, although not so largo ou the first 
day as expected. The gate receipts on 
the first day were SOU, and on the second 
?18-t, making In all the sum of .$282. Against 
this the expenditure was $400.05, made up 
by the guarantee paid Mr. George Wright 
of .$.'(. r i<l' and the tournament expenses, 
$1I0 ? G5. This statement shows that {the 
tub was out of pocket In the sum f of- 
j{ .5178.63 on the visit, and therefore within 
4 J the original amount of ?200 guaranteed by 



the club, and It veas not necessary to call 
on the citizens who had so generously come 
forward and helped us by their guarantees 
to carry the scheme Into effect, and to 
whom we on behalf of the club wish 
to tender our most hearty thanks. 

Ou the form and style of play of our visit- 
ors we feel unable to comment., Ned- 
less to say nothing like It hud ever been 
seen in this province before. The lightning 
vilt "CrVices of Mr. Davies, with the ball 
tftyl'ug over the net in the shape of an egg 
•and bounding off at right angles, was in- 
'deed a revelation to both opponents and 
spectators: while the smashing or Haleoln*. 
Ward, and the steady, all round, though 
hard play, of the American champion and 
Mr. Wright, Jr., showed all local enthu- 
siasts what a vast amount they had to 
learn. During this and the following seas- 
ons we hope to reap the benefit of such 
severe lessons, and no doubt will Had 
amongst us many local Malcolm D. Whit- 
mans ami Dwlght Davies'. 

To Messrs. Foulkes and A. T. Goward, 
however, belong the honor of being the 
only team that succeeded In lowering the 
colors of the visitors In doubles In their 
Western tourney, they having carried 
everything before them elsewhere. It was 
Indeed a pleasant surprise to all of us, be- 
ing the one and only victory throughout 
the tournament for any of the local play- 
ers.

THE PACIFIC CABLE. 

Mr. Muloek Gives a Full Statement as to 
Negotiations. 

From the Toronto CUbbe: 

In the House of Commons Mr. Casey- 
asked for the papers relating to the Pacific 
cable, and expressed the opinion that no 
progress had been irakd'e. 

-Mr. Muloek, In reply, said he could not 
agree with Mr. 'Casey that we were no fur- 
ther on with tie scheme than we were be- 
fore. The scheme Is very much nearer 
either to success or failure to-day than It 
was a year ago. He was not able to say 
what the Issue would be In the end, but he 
had not lost hope In ultimate success. 
(Cheers.) Mr. Muloek said he would try 
to cover the request of Mr. Casey for In- 
formation. He could not make known the 
nature of some portion of the correspond- 
ence until the consent of the other party 
to the correspondence was obtained. With 
reference to the correspondence passing be- 
tween this government and other govern- 
ments, whether Imperial or Colonlul, he 
had come to the conclusion, after going 
over all the correspondence, that what he 
held In his hand was all that he could pos- 
sibly disclose at present. Negotiations 
were proceeding between the various gov- 
ernments that have not yet reached final- 
ity lu one respect. He referred to the ap- 
plication of the Eastern Extension Com- 
pany for concessions In Australia, saying It 
would be disclosing the hands of the gov- 
ernment If it were published, and also show 
the attitudes of the various parties to the 
negotiations. As a matter of prudence 
therefore he could not make this corre- 
spondence public while the .scheme Is yet 
In the balance. With reference to the 
ipiestlon whe! her the home government 
had secured the necessary legislation, he 
said he could only speak from general In- 
formation, not having kept record of all 
the legislation of the Imperial government, 
but his Impression was that there had not 
yet been passed legislation 111 the Imperial 
parliament upon this subject. The Imperial 
government made the proposal that there 
should he a temporary commission appoint- 
ed for the purpose of ascertaining tenta- 
tively what could be accomplished In the 
way of this scheme, with the view ultimate- 
ly of the report being dealt with by legis- 
lation, iinil he was therefore looking for- 
ward to the Imperial government applying 
to the Imperial parliament at this session 
for the necessary legislation. Mr. Muloek 
then read the names of the representatives 
upon the commission, those for Canada be- 
ing Lords Strut hcona and Aberdeen, and 
lidded that the last meeting, according to 
the published- reports, was held a week ago 
last Tuesday. The Instructions to the 
Canadian representatives were contained In 
the communication from the Premier to the 
High Commissioner. Since the matter first 
came up, be explained, there had apparent- 
ly been a departure In the request of the 
Eastern Extension Company, which first of 
all asked for certain concessions to go Into 
effect at once. The company, Instead of 
asking for concessions to go into effect at 
once, are now asking that the concessions 
should take effect when the Pacific cable 
Is laid. These concessions, he understood 
from the cable despatches (the full text of 
them are not yet before the government), 
which the company nsks, are to the effect 
that the Eastern Extension Cable Company 
may, when the Pacific cable Is laid, estab- 
lish offices and carry on business, perhaps 
wdth limitations, he did not know, tint at 
nil events with certain facilities for carry- 
ing ou cable business lu Australia. 
THE CORRESPONDENCE REVIEWED. 
Mr. Muloek then went over nil the cor- 
respondence that has taken place since the 
beginning of the year on this subject be- 
tween the Canadian government, the Can- 
adian High Commissioner and the Austral- 
Ian governments. He read most of the 
despatches in fall. On January 15 the 
Premier of Canada wrote the Premier of 
Victoria, setting forth this government's 
views, saying that they regarded the pro- 
posal of the Eastern Extension Cable Com- 
pany as designed to obstruct the con- 
struction of the Pacific cable. The Can- 
adian government regarded the early con- 
struction of the Pacific cable us of great 
Importance, and especially deplored having 
the scheme which the various governments 
had worked on for so many years endan- 
gered. Even granting that the concessions 
might not prevent the early construction 
of the .Pacific cable, It would cripple Its 
earning power. The Premier further said 
that this government confidently hoped the 
magnitude of the Interests Involved In the 
successful completion of the Pacific cable 
would Justify the various governments In 
making a reasonable sacrifice to secure It. 
On January 2:1 the New Zealand govern- 
ment cabled that they would not accept 
the Eastern Extension Cable Company's of- 
fer, and bad protested against Australia 
accepting it. Ou the same day the Queens- 
land government cabled they would not 
countenance the Eastern ('able Company's 
demand. On February 1 this government 
caliled New South Wales, strongly object- 
ing to the Eastern Extension Company's 
proposal, on February 20 this government 
cabled the government of New Zealand, 
boiling that there would be no change In the 
conditions without the consent of all the 
parties. On February -1 the New Zealand 
government replied, saying they quite con- 
curred, A cable was sent the Victoria, 
government saying that competition to the 
cable controlle] by the governments would 
not be an advantage. 

VICTORIA'S POSITION. 
Ou February 22 the government of Vic- 
toria wired that If the Cape cable was laid 
and the rates reduced, permanent facilities 
would be given the company only when 
the Pacific cable was completed. The sug- 
gested monopoly to the Pacific route was 
both novel and untenable. In this cable 
for the lirsi time, Mr. Muloek said, an 
Australian government took the ground 
that tin? grunting of a concession to the 
Eastern Extension Company was not a 
material departure from the conditions at 
the time of the agreement. The Canadian 
government never for one moment con- 
sidered such a condition of affairs when 
It guaranteed $.1,500,000 for the scheme. 
When he laid the estimates before the 
house last year It was upon the belief that 
the conditions then existing, as modified 
by the laying of the Pacific cable, would be 
permanent, and he did not assume that the 
Australian colonies would permit the es- 
tablishment of a rival cable throughout 
Australia. If they did that. It would de- 
stroy the foundation upon which the whole 
attempt was based. Parliament must again 
he taken Into the confidence of the govern- 
ment, to decide whether under the altered 
circumstances It would adhere to the 
scheme. It was one thing to go Into the 
scheme with a good financial outlook and 
another thing when the financial outlook 
wuh altered materially for the worse. The 
proposal of Victoria would either make the 
Pnelflc cable financially unprofitable or 
cause It to maintain such high rates ns 
would practically make It of no benefit. 
On February 22 this government wired that 
this proposal endangered the success of 
tlie Pacific cable scheme and must Injure 
It. On February 23 the New Zealand gov- 
ernment wdred that they protested against 
Victoria and New South Wales grunting 
the concessions, and asking them to wait 
the sanction of the cable board. This cable 
was' sent to Lord Strathcona, who wired 
that on the Friday preceding the board 
had passed a resolution, asking the Aus- 
tralian governments not to make any con- 
cession without the consent of nil the gov- 
ernments concerned. 

THE QUESTION OF TIME. 
On March 2 the Sydney government wired, 
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Ing the Pacific cable could not be complet- 
ed for three years, nnd that no concession 
would be granted until the Pacific cable 
was completed, nnd saying that a new ar- 
rangement must be made by April 1 with 
the cable company. Ou March this gov- 
ernment replied In part: "Have ascer- 
tained from best manufacturers, may be 
made and laid within eighteen months." 
This Information was obtained from tlie 
great firm of Siemens & Co. and another 
firm. The Siemens firm said it could be 
done within one year, but the safer figures 
were given. The Australian colonies seem- 
ed to ho somewhat at the mercy of the 
Eastern Extension Cable Company, and 
willing to accede to proposals they other- 
wise would not, and to attach considerable 
Importance to a direct cable between Aus- 
tralia and the Cape. The government hoped 
that the establishment of the Pacific cable 
would not be the end, but the beginning, 
and that the Empire would ultimately have 
a girdle ot cable around the world. The 
scheme now seemed to be hovering In the 
balance. If one government departed from 
the scheme It meant not only commencing 
de novo, but commencing on a less favora- 
ble financial basis. 

A ROUND-THE-WORLD CABLE. 
Mr. Muloek mapped out the course of a 
round-the-world cable by Australia, the 
Cape, Slugapore and Hongkong. which 
would open up to Canada tlie great Eastern 
markets of China. A message had been 
sent to the High Commissioner, urging 
that the Pacific cable be put under con- 
tract at the earliest possible moiuent. They 
believed there would bo no safety for the 
scheme until this was douo. Once this was 
done it might give confidence to the others, 
and Induce them to forbear from interfer- 
ing with the conditions until It was com- 
pleted. 
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
